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PREFACE.

The following pages contain all those portions of 
the ' Graecae Grammaticae Rudimenta in Usum Scho- 
larum ' by the same Author, which it was thought 
would be found most necessary and useful to those 
who are beginning to learn Greek ; and they appear 
now in English rather than Latin, in deference to the 
wishes and representations of many who are engaged 
in teaching that language. 

The numbering of Sections throughout is made to 
correspond with that of the larger Grammar. And 
in other respects the Author has not felt himself 
at liberty to depart from the substance of that work, 
to. which the present abridgment may be regarded 
as introductory. Not that he is insensible to the 
force of arguments which may be urged by indi- 
vidual scholars in favor of further change ; but he 
is still of opinion that the principles laid down in 
hts original Preface are of great weight ; and he 
requests that those principles may be borne in mind 
as determining the limits beyond which it would

not, he believes, be desirable to attempt improve- 
ment upon a Grammatical System, long established 
in general and well-nigh universal use among 
English Schoolmasters. At the same time, how- 
ever, he wishes to avoid, as far as possible, all un- 
necessary discrepancy between the arrangements of 
this work and those of the ' Latin Primer.' On this 
account, in the Declensions, he has everywhere 
placed the Vocative and Accusative cases next to 
the Nominative ; and he will be prepared, in future 
editions, to carry this principle to a further extent, 
if recommended so to do by competent judges. In 
other respects, too, communications made to him 
(through the Publishers), with a view to the improve- 
ment of the Primer, will be thankfully received and 
carefully considered. 

It has not been thought necessary to add a 
Vocabulary, as it is hoped that every Teacher who 
makes use of this manual, will have in his posses- 
sion a copy of the complete Grammar, from which 
(pp. 145-162) he can select examples for the exer- 
cise of his Pupils.

§ 4. In Greek there are four principal Dialects or modes 

of speaking ; three according to the number of the three 

\ chief tribes in Greece, viz. Doric, Aeolic, and Ionic : from 

this last came the fourth, the Attic, which was used by the 

Athenians as descendants of the Ionic race. 



BREATHINGS, ACCENTS, AND STOPS. 

The following rules are to be observed in writing and 
reading Greek, 

§ 5. Every vowel — and the single consonant p— placed at 
the beginning of a word is pronounced with a breathing, as 
the mark placed above it shows. 

The Breathing is of two sorts, soft and hard. 

1. The soft is marked thus ('), as in 6pos a mountain. 

2. The hard, which has the same power as the Latin 
letter H (and formerly used to be written in the same 
manner), is marked thus (')> as in 6pos a boundary, rjpas a 
hero. 

In diphthongs the, breathing is put over the latter of the 
two vowels, as in *i6vs immediately, olos such.

§ 6. In Greek nearly every word has an accent marked 
on it, which is placed over the vowels ; but in diphthongs 
over the latter vowel. 

There are two Accents, acute (') and circumflex (~). But 
the acute at the end of a word, unless it comes immediately 
before a stop, is written thus ('). 

The accent cannot be placed further back than the last syllable but 
two, if it be acute, nor further back than the last syllable but one, if a 
circumflex. 

§ 7. The Stops are the same as in English, except that 
in Greek this stop (•) is equivalent to both a colon and 
semicolon in English ; that a mark of interrogation is written 
thus ( ; ), and that there is no mark of exclamation. 



ELISION, CONTRACTION, CRASIS, &c. 

The Greeks, and especially the Athenians, used, in speak- 
ing, to avoid the hiatus (that is, the coming together of two 
or more vowels) as much as possible, more especially in 
poetry ; and they did so in the three following ways : either 
by eliding one of the two vowels, or by contracting them 
into one, or else by interposing the consonant v between 
them. 

§ 8. Elision occurs when the last vowel of one word is 
struck out before the first vowel of another, and is marked 
by an apostrophe ('), as Kar y avrhv for Kara avrov according to 
htm. 

§ 9. Contraction occurs when two syllables in the same 
word are contracted into one, either by the vowels re- 
maining unchanged, as ref*"* ™'x" to a wall, vx°h hx * to

§ 39. There are Three Voices, — Active, Middle, and 
Passive. 

The Active and Passive Voices have the same meaning as 
in Latin ; as Tvnrv I strike, Twrrofuu I am struck. 

The third Voice is called Middle, because it combines the 
notions of activity and passivity or suffering ; and therefore 
occupies a middle, or intermediate place between the Active 
/and Passive Voices, as rvmoym / strike myself. 

There are, however, some Verbs, which, while they derive 
their formation partly from the Middle, and partly from the 
Passive Voice, have a meaning strictly Active, as Mxopai I 
receive ; and so, having deponed, or laid aside their proper 
character, they are, as in Latin, called Deponents. 

§ 40. There are Five Moods, — Indicative, Imperative, Sub- 
junctive, Optative, and Infinitive. 

VERBS IN Q. 

§ 41. The Moods of Verbs ending in a> have, for the most 
part, Six Tenses, Of these three are called Primary. The 
other three are called Historical, because they are generally 
used in History. 

The Primary Tenses are, the Present, Future, and Past- 
Perfect. 

The Historical tenses are, the Past-Imperfect, Past-Plu- 
perfect, and the Past-Aorist or Indefinite. 

The Aorist and Future have in all Voices two forms, called 
First and Second. There is also a Third Future in the Pas- 
sive Voice called the Future-Perfect. 

The Imperative and Subjunctive Moods, however, have no 
Future Tense. 

Verbs, like Nouns, have Three Numbers ; and there are 
Three Persons to each Number ; except that the Dual in the 
Active Voice has only two Persons. 
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Both Persons of the Dual in the Primary tenses of the 
Indicative Mood, and in all the tenses of the Subjunctive 
Mood, end in ov, but in the Historical tenses of the Indica- 
tive, and in the Optative Mood, they end in tjv.

The Second k y x with <ra tt, „ c „ (Gutturals). 
The Third r h 6 with f, „ </ „ (Linguals). 

The Fourth has Liquids, X p p. 
The Fifth, Vowels and Diphthongs. 

The Fifth Conjugation is of two kinds ; viz. 

1. Contracted Verbs, which have a, e, o as their charac- 

teristics ; 

2. Uncontracted Verbs, which have for their characteristic 

any other vowel or diphthong.

A SEBIES OF ENGLISH CLASSICS. 

Designed to meet the wants of Students in English Lite- 
rature: under the superintendence of the Rev. J. S. 
Brewer, M.A., of Queen's College > Oxford, and Professor 
of English Literature at King's College, London. 

There are two dangers to which the student of English Lite- 
rature is exposed at the outset of his task ; — his reading is apt to 
be too narrow or too diffuse. 

Out of the vast number of authors set before him in books 
professing to deal with this subject he knows not which to select : 
he thinks he must read a little of all ; he soon abandons so hope- 
less an attempt ; he ends by contenting himself with second-hand 
information ; and professing to study English Literature, he fails 
to master a single English author. On the other hand, by con- 
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fining his attention to one or two writer*, or to one special period 
of English Literature, the student narrows his view of it; he fails 
to grasp the subject as a whole ; and in so doing misses one of 
the chief objects of his study. 

How may these errors be avoided ? How may minute reading 
be combined *with comprehensiveness of view? 

In the hope of furnishing an answer to these questions the 
Delegates of the Press, acting upon the advice and experience of 
Professor Brewer, have determined to issue a series of small 
volumes, which shall embrace, in a convenient form and at a 
low price, the general extent of English Literature, as repre- 
sented in its masterpieces at successive epochs. It is thought 
that the student, by confining himself, in the first instance, to 
those authors who are most worthy of his attention, will be 
saved from the dangers of hasty and indiscriminate reading. By 
adopting the course thus marked out for him, he will become 
familiar with the productions of the greatest minds in English 
Literature ; and should he never be able to pursue the subject 
beyond the limits here prescribed, he will have laid the founda- 
tion of accurate habits of thought and judgment, which cannot 
fail of being serviceable to him hereafter. 

The authors and works selected are such as will best serve to 
illustrate English Literature in its historical aspect. As ' the eye 
of history,* without which history cannot be understood, the 
literature of a nation is the clearest and most intelligible record 
of its life. Its thoughts and its emotions, its graver and its less 
serious modes, its progress, or its degeneracy, are told by its best 
authors in their best words. This view of the subject will sug- 
gest the safest rules for the study of it. 

With one exception all writers before the Reformation are 
excluded from the Series. However great may be the value of 
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literature. before that epoch, it is not completely national. For 
it had no common organ of language; it addressed itself to 
special classes ; it dealt mainly with special subjects. Again ; of 
writers who flourished after the Reformation, who were popular 
in their day, and reflected the manners and sentiments of their 
age, the larger part by far must be excluded from our list. 
Common sense tells us that if young persons, who hare but a 
limited time at their disposal, read Marlowe or Greene, Burton, 
Hakewrll or Du Bart as, Shakespeare, Bacon, and Milton will be 
comparatively neglected. 

Keeping, then, to the best authors in each epoch — and here 
popular estimation is a safe guide — the student will find the fol- 
lowing list of writers amply sufficient for his purpose : Chaucer, 
Spenser, Hooker, Shakespeare, Bacon, Milton, Dryden, Bunyan, 
Pope, Johnson, Burke, and Cowper. In other words, Chaucer is 
the exponent of the Middle Ages in England ; Spenser of the 
Reformation and the Tudors; Hooker of the latter years of 
Elizabeth ; Shakespeare and Bacon of the transition from Tudor 
to Stuart ; Milton of Charles I and the Commonwealth ; Dryden 
and Bunyan of the Restoration ; Pope of Anne and the House 
of Hanover; Johnson, Burke, and Cowper of the reign of 
George III to the close of the last century. 

The list could be easily enlarged; the names of Jeremy 
Taylor, Clarendon, Hobbes, Locke, Swift, Addison, Goldsmith, 
and others are omitted. But in so wide a field, the difficulty is 
to keep the series from becoming unwieldy, without diminishing 
its comprehensiveness. Hereafter, should the plan prove to be 
useful, some of the masterpieces of the authors just mentioned 
may be added to the list. 

The task of selection is not yet finished. For purposes of 
education, it would neither be possible, nor, if possible, desirable, 
to place in the hands of students the whole of the works of the 
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authors we have chosen. We must set before them only the 
masterpieces of literature, and their studies must be directed, not 
only to the greatest minds, but to their choicest productions. 
These are to be read again and again, separately and in combina- 
tion. Their purport, form, language, bearing on the times, must 
be minutely studied, till the student begins to recognise the full 
value of each work both in itself and in its relations to those that 
go before and those that follow it. 

It is especially hoped that this Series may prove useful to 
Ladies' Schools and Middle Class Schools ; in which English 
Literature must always be a leading subject of instruction.
